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DUMMER  DEFEATS 


ESSEX  AGGIES 


On  October  25  Dummer  ran  up  a 
score  of  25  to  2  over  Essex  Aggies 
for  their  fifth  straight  victory  of 
the  sea:lon.  The  Aggies  line  was 
strong  and  heavy  but  the  backs  were 
not  so  good.  They  scored  first  on 
a  blocked  punt,  but  were  never  with- 
in  scoring  distance   again. 

Dummer  kicked  off  over  the  goal 
line  and  the  Aggies  brought  it  out  and 
punted  immediately  to  midfield  where 
the  ball  was  held  between  the  forty 
yard  lines  for  a  while.  After  a  five 
yard  loss  and  an  offside  penalty, 
Dummer  kicked  from  her  forty-five 
yard  line,  the  kick  was  blocked  and 
the  Aggies  recovered  on  Dummer's 
twenty,  but  they  lost  the  ball  on 
dawns  on  the  eight  yard  line.  Fors- 
berg  tried  a  punt  but  it  was  blocked 
again  and  he  fell  on  it  behind  his  goal 
After  it  had  been  carried  out  and 
two  plunges  had  netted  five  yards 
Whalen  broke  loose  for  thirty-five 
Is.

On  our 
first  rush  we  fumbled  and  they  re- 
covered and  made  one  first  down  and 
they  lost  the  ball  on  downs  on  the 
thirty  yard  line.  Dummer  could  not 
gam  and  kicked  to  their  thirty  five 
yard  line.  There  the  half  ended 
Dummer  6,  Aggies  2. 

The  Aggies  kicked  to  our  goal  line 
and  White  ran  it  out  to  the  twenty- 
five  yard  line.  After  three  tries  at 
the  line  Dummer  kicked  to  their  forty 
yard  line  and  they  ran  it  back  to 
Dummer's  thirty.  After  three  in- 
completed passes  they  gave  up  the 
ball  and  Whalen  gained  ten  yards. 
Plunges  by  Whalen  and  Hinds  gained 
twenty  yards  and  a  pass  to  White 
who  ran  twenty-five  led  the  way  to 
another  touchdown  by  Hinds.  The 
extra  point  was  scored  by  Forsherg. 

The  Aggies  kicked  to  Dummer's 
twenty-five  and  Whalen  ran  it  back 
twenty  yards,  Hinds  gained  eight  and 
then  made  it  first  down  and  a  pass 
to  Forsherg  made  twenty-five  more. 
This  ended  the  period  leaving  the 
score  13-2  in  favor  of  Dummer.

President  Holt  in  introducing  Judge 
White  said  that  the  Salem  gentleman 
whose  love  for  Dummer  has  been  pro- 
nounced through  the  years  was  the 
most  logical  man  for  the  toastmaster's 
office.  If  any  further  evidence  was 
needed  in  the  case  it  was  provided 
during  the  evening  for  the  place  was 
filled  very  capably. 

Mr.  Farrell,  the  next  sneaker,  who

Indian  had  lifted  the  scalp  of  John 
Harvard  just  about  the  hour  when 
Dummer  was  carving  the  locks  off  )f 
the  Essex  farmer  crew.  The  faculty 
manager  and  junior  coach  told  of  the 
growth  of  athletics  at  Dummer  in  the 
decade  he  has  been  there.  There  were 

'-.-  nough  lads  there  when  Mr.  Far- 
rell first  came  to  provide  teams  for 
th^  major  sports  and  now  in  addition 
there  was  tennis,  golf  and  track. 

A  number  of  Dummer  boys  who  had 
made  good  in  athletics  were  mention- 
ed, among  them,  Holt,  captain  of  the 
M.  I.  T.  cross  country  team;  Worces- 
ter, Boston  University  footballist; 
Martinez  and  Ruiz,  M.  I.  T.  soccer 
ctars;  Sherman,  Norwich  gridder; 
Ingham,  out  for  the  Yale  freshman 
track  squad;  Lufkin,  University  of 
New  Hampshire  basketeer  and  base- 
ballist;  Bob  Phillips  and  Nelson  Cut- 
ter, athletes  at  Bowdoin,  and  others. 
Bob  Harkness  i<=  an  assistant  mana- 
ger al  Bowdoin,  having  managed 
Dummer  teams.  The  speaker  prophe- 
sied college  athletic  cussecc  for  some 
of  those  on  this  year's  eleven  at  Dum- 
mer. 

The  development  of  the  physical 
plant  was  outlined,  the  erection  of 
the  splendid  brick  gymnasium  that 
probably  could  not  not  be  replaced 
for  at  least  $30,000  with  its  70  foot 
floor,  galleries,  lockers,  showers  and 
other  rooms:  the  laying  out  of  the 
athletic  field  which  when  completed 
will  be  one  of  the  best  possessed  by 
a  prep  school  of  its  size  in  New  Eng- 
land; the  Ould  Newbury  Golf  course, 
on  academy  acreage  thrown  open  to 
teachers  and  students;  the  modern 
tennis  courts  made  possible  through 
the  generosity  of  Roland  Sherman, 
another  former  student  who  has  done 
much  for  his  school,  and  Mrs.  Sher- 
man; the  pond  bordering  the  athletic 
field  which  is  flooded  and  used  for 
hockey  in  season:  the  board  track; 
all  had  their  innings  in  being  pre- 
sented. None  with  the  exception  of 
the  sheet  of  water  were  there  10 
years  ago  or  scarcely  dreamed  of 
And  yet  some  pessimists  say  that 
Dummer  does  not  progress! 

In  conclusion  Mr.  Farrell  said; 
"We  are  turning  out  teams  to  be 
proud  of,  senior  and  junior.  Officials 
and  opponents  say  that  Dummer 
plays   clean   football. 

After  being  introduced  by  Judge 
White  as  the  parent  of  a  present 
Dummer  student,  Mr.  Terhune  said
